Inaugural meeting 
of BWG Council 

There was standing room only, in the auditorium at the 
Bradford Community Centre on Tuesday night, when the 
new Bradford West Gwillimbury Town Council was sworn 
in. Family members and supporters were among the 
invited guests who packed the hall for the inauguration. 

“Council has to be sworn in to legitimize the results of 
the municipal election,” said Town Manager Jay Currier, 
who emceed the evening - but there are other reasons for 
holding a public celebration. “It gives us all an opportunity 
to congratulate those who have been successful,” Currier 
said, adding that anyone who takes on the challenges of 
an election campaign “deserves our recognition, and our 
gratitude," for stepping forward to offer public service. 

An Inauguration also “punctuates the break between new 
and old” sittings of Council, and gives the Mayor-Elect 
an opportunity to set the tone of the next four years, in 
an inaugural address, Currier said. “It reminds us of the 
seriousness... of what lies ahead.” 

There was a measure of pomp and ceremony to the 
evening. Town Crier Art Meeke announced the arrival of 
members of the new Council, who were piped into the hall 
by a lone piper: Mayor Rob Keffer, Deputy Mayor James 
Leduc, and Councillors Raj Sandhu (Ward 1), Gary Baynes 
(Ward 2), Gary Lamb (Ward 3), Ron Orr (Ward 4), Peter 
Ferragine (Ward 5), Mark Contois (Ward 6) and Peter Dykie 
Jr. (Ward 7). 

Following the singing of the national anthem by Heather 
Faris, and an opening prayer by Rev. Dan Scott, each 
Council member read the Oath of Office and was sworn in 
by His Worship Donovan Robinson, Justice of the Peace. 

Rob Keffer was the last to be sworn in. He was presented 
with his Chain of Office, before giving his first speech as 
Mayor of the Town. 

He thanked his supporters, his campaign team - and his 
parents who, active in the community, “taught us to take 
part... and to give back.” Mayor Keffer, who lost his father 
during the campaign, in particular thanked his mother, 
who was present in the audience, describing her as “my 
rock and my inspiration.” 

Keffer called the election campaign “a great opportunity 
to listen, to learn, to reconnect with the Town.” Going door-

The new Mayor noted that his Council has a number of 
challenges in the coming days, including working on a 
new Strategic Plan for the 
municipality, that will set the 
priorities for the next four 
years; approval of the 2015 
Budget; and the hiring of 
a new Town Manager. (Jay 
Currier has announced his 
retirement, at the end of 
December.) 

And Keffer had a promise 
for those who elected him:

The Town of Innisfil completed the Lakeshore Water Treatment Plant (WTP) Phase 3 Expansion Environmental Study Report (ESR) in January 2011, 
which identified a preferred solution that would provide municipal water to accommodate approved future growth in the Towns of Innisfil and 
Bradford West Gwillimbury (BWG). The solution identified in the ESR included an expansion of the existing WTP to the north side of the property, a 
new intake, and twinning of the Low Lift Pumping Station (LLPS) and watermain. As the Town proceeded through the conceptual design stage of 
the project, a new solution was identified that has fewer impacts on the social and natural environment. This new recommended solution provides 
the same municipal water capacity to support future growth of both Innisfil and BWG, but includes a small expansion of the WTP to the south-east, 
a retrofit to the existing treatment facility and LLPS, and the twinning of the existing watermain between the WTP and LLPS. In addition, it involves 
using an improved single treatment process which creates less waste, provides enhanced flexibility and ease of implementation for future capacity 
expansions, and has a smaller construction footprint. 

The new solution, including the revised design concept, measures for mitigating environmental impacts, and the amended construction schedule, is 
documented in an Addendum to the ESR. By this notice, the ESR Addendum is being placed on public record for a 30-calendar day review period 
starting December 5, 2014 and ending January 5, 2015, in accordance with the requirements of the Municipal Class Environmental Assessment 
process. Subject to comments received as a result of this Notice, the Town intends to proceed with the construction of this project in the summer of 
2015. Please note that only changes proposed in the Addendum are open for review.
